SO WHO WANTS TO BE AN AMISH 


Down in Pennsylvania and other nearby states 
dwell a sect of people known as the Amish. God 
fearing, they cling to their way of life, which 
shuns the adoption of many of the innovations 
of our modern way of living, excludes service 
in the armed forces, and if possible refuses to 
either pay taxes or accept gratuities from an 
all-wise and generous government. 

Perhaps this is a very nice way to live, 
with no cares of the complex world of today to 
impinge on the thoughts of the crops or other 
problems of a farming community. 

But perhaps, too, it is not very practical, 
particularly for people who don't dwell in 
the Pennsylvania hinterlands. 

Ever since the idea came from the fertile 
mind of Franklin D. Roosevelt, the communities, 
and the states of our country have engaged in 
an ever increasing game of grab while the grab- 
bing is good, from the Washington Horn of 
Plenty. Lately the habit has been extended to 
manv of the foreign countries as well. 


For there is plenty to be said about this 
type of philosophy, and what is wrong with it, 
but the practical point of this discussion does 
not concern this - but rather what happens to’a 
community that does not conform. 

A community in these United States that does 
not conform to this idea today is in danger Of 
becoming as are the Amish - a part of the back- 
wash of our way of life. 

And Wilmington, a few years ago very much 
alert to this, is today slumbering in the fond 
dreams of a few years ago - nearly an Amish 
community.° 

There was a time when our Town Managers, in 
a manner of speaking, were constantly waving 
their antennae Washington wise - to see what 
kind-of largesse was being distributed, to help 
the communities and their tax payers.’ 

In the past two years the Kennedy admini- 
stration has literally been begging the cities 
and towns to line up with their begging bowls, 
and Wilmington has lost its bowl! 

Only Mrs. Drew, in the Board of Selectmen, 
and some of the members of the Planning Board, 
led by Chairman Bob Evans, have seemed to be 
aware of the chances that Wilmington has been 
losing. If others have been aware they have 
done little or nothing - et least nothing has 
been accomplished. 

Perhaps the best way to illustrate is to 
cite the history of water extensions, in our 
own town of Wilmington. 

Back in 1928 the tom's ow water supply was 
started, a very forward move, in a traditional

In the 1930s, when Roosevelt was giving away 
money, in WPA days, it was proposed that the 
town extend water mains to all accepted streets 
in Wilmington, with the US Government paying a 
large part of the costs. 

This was too much for the town fathers of 
that day to swallow - it was foreign to their 
admittedly fine conservative way of thinking, 
and the WPA projects in Wilmington consisted of 
leaf-raking expeditions, etc. 

The neighboring town of Tewksbury wasn't so 
hidebound, and built a fine school with WPA 
money — but Wilmington - No thank you! 

Then, in the 1940s and 1950s the Town of 
Wilmington spent a lot of its ow money, to put 
in those water mains, while the taxes of its 
people, going to the US treasury, helped to pay 
for such things as that Tewksbury school. 

Today Mr Kennedy is giving away money in 
what is termed the Area Re-Development Act, and 
in the Public Works Acceleration Act. 

Literally millions of dollars are involved, 
all ready to be handed out for the asking. 

Lowell, Lawrence, Haverhill, all are in the 
game, and such places as Andover, which we in 
Wilmington regard as a prosperous town, is in 
the way of receiving governmental largesse as a 
Labor Surplus area - because it is near Haver- 
hill! 

Wilmington, just as close to Lowell, is not 
in such an area, although its contiguous (and, 
in the eyes of Wilmington, inattentive) neigh- 
bors, Tewksbury and Billerica, are. 

In the goverrmental pap which \r. Kennedy is 
handing out are such things as 50% grants for 
Streets, water-mains, sidewalks, ete. inclu- 
ding sewer mains. Public housing and school 
construction are excluded. 

In addition to the funds allowed to the 
towns and cities, there is adefinite priori ty 
allowed, in some respects, as to government 
contracts, for firms in the area. 

Business firms in a Re-Development area are 


given extra facilities towards getting Federal 
contracts, other things being equal, than are 
firms in a non-Re-Development area.: 

A firm such as (for instance) Mystic Trans- 
formers, which located in this tow a few years 
ago, because of its business-atmosphere, con- 
ceivably might find itself losing out in con- 
tracts, because it isn't located in Tewksbury!

Looking ahead, they could see 
the day when they would be manu- 
facturing the turbine - and that 
they would be needing more space 
than the 5000 feet they had on their 
Route gshop, They decided that the 
time had come to locate dsewhere. 

They wanteda place that would be 
off the ‘Beaten Path’, aplace where 
they could continue the manufac- 
turing of their Mini-Joints, and 
their Torque Meter, and work on 
the practical development of their 
turbine, They also wanted enough 
room so that, when the day came, 
there would be room for expansion, 
They wanted, say, a dozen acres, 
in a wooded side ride location. 

Fall River was scouted, most 
thoroughly, Then they looked over 
the North Shore area. 

They received an offer from Flo- 
rida, one that they seriously con- 
sidered, and then decided against. 

Then the brothers began to drive 
up and down Route 93, to see if 
they could find something to their 
Mking. 

One day they wandered into Wil- 
mington Town Hall, and asked 
Principal Assessor Stanley Web- 
ber if he knew of any land, 

Mr Webber did, He produced maps 
and charts, and had everything at 
his fingertips, He took the brothers 
into the Town Manager and intro- 
duced them, and then he took them 
on a tour of the town, -

it was while Joe was pack in MIT 
that he got his idea of gas turbines, 
back in the middle 30s, After he 
graduated he went to work for the 
Watertown Arsenal, as amechani- 
cal engineer, but always, in the 
back of his mind, was the idea of 
a practical but small turbine, run 
on gas. 

In 1940 the two brothers set them- 
Selves up in business in East Bos- 
ton, in a very small shop, withtwo

sub-contract work, work that was 
important to them, because it was 
to provide the money for their gas 
turbine development, 

The little company that they start- 
ed broke right into the middle of a 
war boom, and Sal, not to be out- 
done by his brother, dreamed up 
an idea of a little mechanical 
joint, needed in the moreand more 
specialized types of instruments 
and machinery being used in the 
war effort. They called their little 
joint a ‘Mini-Joint’. The business

Torque Meter, for measuring the 
power output in small machines, 

They wanted a torque meter for 
their own use, but so, it turned 
out, did other people. 

It is being used in many places 
today, and one of the uses for which 
it is best fitted is in the plastics 
industry, where the manufacturing 
firms must keep a close control 
over the viscosity, in the mixing 
of some of their chemicals, 

The Torque Meter sells at any-

ing Laboratories have gone a long 


way. 

All’ the buildings that house the 
animals today are designed to pro- 
duce germ free gnotobiotic ani- 
mals, a process that has now been 
in operation for five and one half 
years, 

Everything that goes into the var- 
ious buildings, food and other ma- 
terials is first sterilized. The ani- 
mals are born by caesariona sec- 
tion, and live in sterile conditions, 
The demand for them is such that 
they are shipped al! over the world 
by air, in special containers, de- 
signed by the company, and arrive 
at their destination, usually health 
laboratories, in a germ free con- 
dition, 

Almost weekly the Charles Ri- 
ver Breeding Laboratories are 
visited by scientists and inter- 
ested persons from countries all 
over the world, In the past month, 
for instance, visitors have been 
at the laboratories from both Ja~ 
pan and Hungary. 

The company goes to great ef- 
forts to maintain its sterile and 
germ free atmosphere for the ani- 
mals, To visit the interior of the 
laboratories requires practically 
an Act of Congress. 

The animals are kept in sealed 
cages, from which protude rubber 
gloves, much the same as is seen 
in the smaller radiation laboratory 
techniques, and using these gloves, 
reversed, the technicians are able 
to care for the animals without 
their being exposed to the atmos- 


phere.
